Excervt  tkom  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S()7,’' — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  anj'  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  foi'mer  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying tjie  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work,

whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation, 

shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provksions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 

proposed  to  be  departed-  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted'  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clause.s.

pl.ans  and  specific:! tions  have  been  filed  with  him 
and  may  be  inspected  at  his  office,  and  that  all 
claims  for  d:unages  by  re;!son  of  the  said  proposed 
work  or  undertaking  must  be  filed  with  him  within 
sixty  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  and 
that  such  owners.  occu]!iers.  or  other  persons  must 
fib'  with  the  s:iid  Clei’k.  within  the  said  i^eriod  of 
sixty  d:iys.  tlnur  cl.aims  for  dam-ages  for  any  of  the 
c:iuses  afores;iid.  showing  the  amoiint  thereof,  or 
tlnit  in  dc'fault  thereof  any  chiim  for  such  damages 
will  be  barred  ; ;nid  he  shall  c:uise  such  notice  to 
be  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  or  other 
persons  interested  in  the  re:il  ])roi)erty  so  to  be 
taken,  entered  upon,  or  used  as  aforesaid,  or  which 
may  be  injuriously  affected  as  aforesaid  :

dressed to  sucli  regist('r('d  owners  or  encumbrancers 
at  their  usual  or  last-known  place  of  abode;  and 
in  the  case  only  of  the  I'l'gistcna'd  owner  or  encum- 
brancer being  dead,  and  no  legal  representative 
regisb'red,  or  the  persons  regisb'red  being  not  sui 
juris,  tin'll  by  delivering  such  notice  to  the  District 
Registrar  of  the  said  Land  Registry  Office  for  the 
district,  who  shall  forthwith  enter  the  said  notice 
as  a notice  affecting  the  lands  in  ipiestion,  and  also 
by  advertising  five  times  such  notice  in  some  daily 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  municipality.

of  the  party  signing  the  same.  For  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated.  If  the  works  of  any  company  are 
to  be  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada  the  same  shall  be  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  notice,  and  a copy  of  such  notice  shall  bo  sent 
by  registered  letter  to  the  clerk  of  each  county  or 
municipality  which  may  be  specially  affected  by 
such  works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  which  such  works  are  or  may  be  located  ; 
and  proof  of  such  service  of  notice  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  statutory  declaration.
